BREUNERS’ FIVE DOLLAR “‘BRIDAL TOKEN’”’ 
by R. F. Herberg & Duane HE. Feisel 


Breuners is a) long established (founded in 1856) furniture 
store with headquarters in Oakland and branch stores ina 
number of Northern California locations. 


As a merchandise tool, during the period from 1920 to 
1940 the company issued tokens to customers who had not used 
their accounts in some time. The tokens were sent out by mail 
as an inducement to come into the store and reactivate their 
accounts with Breuners. It would seem that the token listed 
by Album as Ala 65 B20, shown below, was the style of token 
used for this purpose. In view of the span of years over 
which this type of promotion occurred, it would not be sur- 
prising if other similar style tokens are located eventually. 





The Breuners tokens listed as Ala 65 B21-B24 were used 
probably in another fashion. When a bride registered at the 
Breuners Bridal Registry, she was given a token stamped with. 

a number which coincided with her number on the Bridal Regis- 
try. The brides were able to redeem the tokens on future 
purchases. In a letter from Breuners, it is reported that 
these tokens were used for about ten years and were discon- 
tinued during World War II. The tokens listed by Album span 
the period from 1936 through 1940--note that a token dated 

for 1939 is lacking. This is only a five year span compared 
to the ten year span mentioned by the company, so there may 

be earlier dated tokens found or perhaps the company recollec- 
tions are not completely accurate. The 1936 token has an 
expiration date of Aug. 1st, while the other three pieces have 
expiration dates of Dec. 31. All of the pieces have stamped 
incuse numbers on the obverse. 
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In 1904, the firm opened a store at 281 Geary Street, 
near Powell, but this was destroyed by the earthquake and fire 
of 1906 and the Geary Street store was not opened again until 
1910. In 1906, just after the devastation in San Francisco, 
John Breuner managed to open two stores, one at 1451 Van Ness 
Avenue and the other in. the Mission District at 2141 Mission 
Street. Today Breuners main office is located in Oakland at 
2201 Broadway.

THE TRIPLE-THREAT TOKEN 


By Leo A. Weilbacher, Jr., METCA #223 


The East St. Louis, Columbia & Waterloo Railroad Company began opera- 
ting between East St. Louis, Illinois and Waterloo, Illinois on Decem- 
ber 12, 1912. After leaving East St. Louis, the car would make stops 
and pick up passengers at Cahokia, Prairie du Pont, Dupo, Columbia, 
Coxeyville and Waterloo. The car took an hour and fifteen minutes to 
make the run one way. One of the cars is pictured below. 


The last stop before arriving at Waterloo on’ the southbound run was the 
Coxeyville Station. Coxeyville, Illinois consisted of about four 
homes, a tavern and the car stop. Clarence Buss was one of the owners 
of the tavern at the car stop. Buss issued an octagon-shaped aluminum 
token, shown below, good for 10¢ in trade. This Buss token issued as 


a trade token at a car stop tavern makes it a triple-threat token.

The information hidden by the cast-off maverick is often more interesting, 
when known, than that of a well known, widely-used token. When 1 Tirse 
found the brass token, a rubbing of which is shown below, for $1.00 in 
trade with the unusual ‘4 weeks in succession,’ many thoughts came’ to 

my mind, even the possibility of a genuine brothel token! Alas, not so 
romantic, but one less maverick to identify. 


About 500 of these were struck in 1933 by B. M. Hershman of Gary, Indiana. 
Mr. Hershman sold dry goods from door to door over an established route. 
The tokens were disributed to his customers who would buy from him for 

4 consecutive weeks. He then redeemed them with the customer’s choice 

of one dollar’s worth of his merchandise. Most all of the original 
pieces were distributed. The illustrated token came to light with a 
handful of others when Mr. Hershman recently sold some of his household © 
goods.

THE WAY OF A COLLECTION 


An acquaintance of mine from Seattle, a Mr. Robert V. Lamb 
is a collector of medals (military orders) from all the 
foreign nations of the world.

It was urgent for 
the collection to be received for Christmas, so in good 
faith Mr. Lamb mailed the collection (insured and registered) 
to Massachusetts and as agreed over the phone, received a 


check for $1,215.00 from Delano & Keith Inc. signed by 
Mr. Charles Sanderson.

Mr. Lamb deposited the check with his Seattle bank only to 
have it returned as having no funds to cover the amount. The 
check was held ten days by Mr. Sandersons’ bank awaiting 
funds for:'its coverage before being returned to Mr. Lamb. 


Mr. Lamb, in a letter to Mr. Sanderson, then requested the 
collection be returned. Mr. Sanderson did not respond to 
the letter nor did he answer any of Mr. Lambs phone calls 
which followed the letter. Mr. Lamb re-submitted the check 
in Feb. of 1974 with negative results.

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THE GAMBLING TOKENS OF PARK CITY, UTAH 
By Joe J. Davich, METCA #226 


A history book written about the once-famous silver-producing mines of 
Park City, Utah would make highly interesting reading indeed. Mining 
journals and old files record the wealth brought to the surface by the 
many mines in operation all at one time, the stories of the twenty four 
millionaires who left Park City, ‘stories of the many ethnic groups that 
lived there, stories of the early merchants and the tokens that they 
used. 


Park City, Utah was located some thirty miles east of Salt Lake City. 
At one time at least thirty saloons flourished on the Main Street of 
Park City, not to mention the various gambling houses which also en- 
joyed good business. Prohibition came to Utah, however, earlier than 
many other states, in August, 1917. Many saloon and gambling houses 
closed their doors forever and those that remained in business came to 
be known as pool halls, billiard halls and soft drink parlors. 


I have many tokens in my large Park City collection and each token has 
a history of its own. The set of so-called ‘gambling tokens’ of ‘The 
Club’ is most unique. In the early saloons and gambling halls of Park 
City, the medium of exchange for gambling was gold and silver. For his 
everyday business, the merchant made use of the 2¢, 5¢, 64¢, 10¢ and 
12%¢ tokens and in some places the 25¢ piece. In the early 1920’s 

‘The Club’ was issued a Merchant’s license and also a Soft Drink Par- 
lor license. The management had gambling tables but couldn’t afford to 
accept good U.S. currency while the games were in progress, as a heavy 
fine and possible jail sentence would ensue in case the local authori- 
ties made a raid. So the management ordered from the stamping company 
the following set of tokens to be used at the gambling tables: The 25¢, 
50¢, $1.00, $5.00 and $10.00. The 25¢ token was of white metal while 
-the balance of the set was struck in brass.

Each token carried the name, ‘The Club? on the obverse while on the: re- 
verse was written the exact valuation. If one wanted to participate in 
a particular game of Chance, he would give the dealer U.S. money which 
was immediately placed in a locked drawer at the table. The customer 
then received tokens in exchange, and at no time could he make a bet or 
Play with U.S. money. NO credit was extended while gambling, this being 
the house rules. After the games were closed for the evening, the dea- 
ler would inventory all the tokens, then place them in a special cabinet 
or safe. Each token had a 2 mm hole drilled through, as each token was 
‘hung on-a special metal beg for Safe storage and complete inventory at 
all times. The tokens of ‘The Club’? could be taken to one of the local 
banks, and the banker or teller issued U.S. money for that particular 
token or for whatever the full amount might be.. The management had a 
firm agreement at the banks to issue cash for any of its tokens. 

During the week when the manager did his banking, he paid the bank for 
any of his tokens either with check or U.S. money. A most unusual ar- 
rangement, but this practice was carried on for quite some time and it 
was known as a ‘gentleman’s agreement.’ 


The year 1929 came with the great stock market crash and the depression 
years followed.. The time came when gambling ceased and the unique tokens 
had served their Durpose. Several bags of tokens were Placed in a sto- 
rage room and left untouched until the coming of World War II and the 
important scrap drives. The ‘owner,, being a patriotic citizen, donated 
the bags of tokens to this worthy cause. As luck would have it, some 
of the tokens remained stored in a cigar box and while interviewing the 
owner Some years ago, I was able to acquire for my collection what few 
tokens remained of the original order. 


The owner’of ‘The Club’ was a highly-respected business man and Calta — 
zen of the community and operated the same business until a couple of 
years ago, at which time he was called to his eternal reward, passing 
the age of eighty some years. Today this same building stands erect, 
its doors closed at the present time. It was built around the turn of 
the century shortly after the huge fire of Park City, in 1898, which 
destroyed about 75% of the mining camp. If the walls of ‘The Club’ 
‘could make but a whisper, what history they could reveal. Space does 
not permit further history on this building which from.the year of 1904 
was known as a saloon but this story comes to a close on the unique 
gambling tokens of Park City, Utah.

What, if anything, do the two tokens (shown below) have in’ common 
besides the name and the fact that they are both saloon tokens? The | 
Civil War token, listed by Fuld 165-E, Cincinnati, Ohio, has the name 
GRUHLERS, but is listed under the name F. ARNOLD at 470 Vine. St. The 
octagonal piece has the name JACOB GRUHLER, PROP. at 1014 J. Street. 
Perhaps F. Arnold bought Gruhlers, taking the name to a new location 
for his saloon. ‘The Gruhler octagonal piece is almost florid in 
style and I wonder if it ‘was made in a more leisurely time than the 
Civil War period allowed? Was it made first?’ One would assume so, 
dating it to pre-Civil War, since there is still a Gruhlers' as stated 
on the Civil War token but with Mr. Arnold added. Perhaps F. peta 
was Mr. Gruhler’s son-in-law. 


Is there still a Gruhlers? I would appreciate hearing from any of 
our members who might have some information on Gruhlers Gilt Edge 
Saloon or Gruhlers Garden Concert Saloon.

Welcome, stranger. So you’ re new to the city? Well, there’s no place 
to meet people easier than at the Corner Bar. I’m Joe, the bartender. 
Climb on a stool and while I’m mixing your drink, I’11l point out some of 
the customers. You might want to make their acquaintance. 


The Latin-type fellow standing at the end of the bar is Ron Rico. He’s 
from Texas and drinks nothing but rum from Puerto Rico. Personally, the 
drink is kind of sweet for my taste. The two fellows over in the front 
booth are Mr. Park and Mr. Tilford.

I don’t think 
there ever was a whiskey with that brand name, there sure isn’t now any- 
way.

NOT GOOD IF DETACHED 


The reason I am writing this article is not to promote the col- 
lecting of coupon books (or coupons) by their serial numbers, but to 
argue the worthlessness of a pile of detached coupons. 


I can across the F. L.. Riley Mercantile Co. coupons from a 
man who deals in antiques. He had bought out the old Riley store 
and the coupons were detached and in groups; bound by paner clips. 
The only thing to attribute the coupons besides his word, was a 
printing order number card with the wording - 10721 / F. L. Riley 
Mercantile Co. / New Hebron, Miss. - in black letters across the 
red card. 


With the coupons attributed to Miss., I felt it would be 
worthwhile to spend some time on this subject answering some 
questions. 


First of all, since all of the coupons were detached, the 
value of the book and how many of each denomination (5 cent, 10 cent, 
25 cent) were in one book, was not known. 


Well, to tackle this problem, I first determined a few facts 
to base my answers. The first thing I realized was each book had 
only one number and each of the coupons had the same number on 
them. Secondly, all the books had different numbers. Finally, 
(although this is the weakest surmise) that I had the majority of 
the coupons that were used for a certain period of time. 


I started by sorting the coupons by denominations - 5 cent 
coupons in one stack, 10 cent coupons in another, and 25 cent 
coupons in still another.. Then I undertook the task of sorting 
each denomination by their numbers. In doing this, I found the 
amount of each denomination with the same number. Thus, going 
by my initial.surmises, I had determined the amount of couvons 
(I had) that came from each of the serial numbered books. For 
example: The amount of 5 cent counons that/I had that came from 
book Number 02371 was 9. 


Now, in order to determine the book's value, to reconstruct 
thé books, I simply found the largest amount of coupons of each 
denomination and this was also the number of coupons of a particu- 
lar denomination contained in a book (controlled by the validity 
of my last surmise). 

The results were as follows: 

DENOMINATION AMT, PER BOOK 


(a) «5 cent coupons n7T- 15 or $ .75 
(as exhibited,by Number 01421 and others) 


(b) 10 cent couvons = 20 or $2.00 
(as exhibited by Number 01425 and others) 


(c) 25 cent coupons = 15 or $3.75 
(as exhibited by Number 04718 and others). 
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_. So, the F. L.oRiley Mercantile Co. coupon books had at least 
50 coupons at a value of $6.50... From this information, one should 
not conclude that the books nad a $6.50 value on them; just that per 
the information at my disposal, I have shown that they were worth 
at least that amount - but who knows, some day other coupons may 
Show up or even the complete books themselves and prove that the 


books had a greater value. 


Also, it*scan feasibly be imagined that the book had 10 vages 
of coupons, (3 pages of .5 cent coupons, 4 pages of 10 cent coupons, 
and 3 pages. of 25 cent coupons) going by the fact that the vast 
majority of the coupons were perforated in columns of five, with 
the bottom couvon being imperforated on bottom. 


1 Furthermore, aS I mentioned in the beginning of this article, 
the coupons were in groups bound by paper clips. This seems to 
exemplify the fact that the coupons played a large role in the 
bookkeeping procedures of the company using them. Each group 

was probably the proceeds for one period of time (verhaps one 

day or week - although it would probably be safer to say for one 
day, considering the amount of money represented). 


Although Mr. Riley (if he were alive today) would not agree, 
I assert that the coupons are still good even though they are 
detached!

In the July 1973 issue of TRADE TOKEN TOPICS, page 76, & 
short article described a new change-making policy by the 
Government Printing Office in the form of 5 cent coupons, 
one of which was pictured with the article. I had used 
these coupons in the late 1950’s and 1960’s and knew that 

it was not a new policy. In response to an inquiry to the 
U.S. Government Printing Office, I received the following 
letter from W.H. Lewis, attesting to the fact that the Docu- 
ments Coupons have been in use since 1925:

These are good until used for purchasing Government 
publications available for sale by this Office.

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THE TOKEN COLLECTOR & THE STATE HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
By Joe J. Davich, METCA #226 


Many collectors could teil some interesting stories of how 
tokens found their way into their collections. I am sure 
that most collectors would agree that many of their tokens 
came from non-collectors. In many instances just collecting 
a token isn’t enough; research of the merchant who issued 
the token is a necessity. History, however, is often more 
difficult to locate than a token. 


I can suggest a means of unearthing historical items by 
relating my experiences with the Historical Society. Many 
collectors don’t take advantage of the rich source of token 
information offered by groups of.this type. In April of 
1973 a very good friend of mine, who is a member of the Utah 
State Historical Society, invited me to one of their local 
meetings. This particular group was from the Valley Chapter 
of the Utah State Historical Society here in Salt Lake City. 
I gave them my free time to lecture on my specialty of mi- 
ning town tokens of Utah plus a display of over 100 tokens 
from Park City, Utah, and.some 55 pieces of Utah coal scrip. 
Many ‘old-timers’ were present that evening and before the 
end of the evening, I had gained a lot of knowledge of the 
Utah towns, as they recalled the days when tokens were used 
extensively in Utah.. To my surprise a fine old gentleman 
approached me and donated a piece of coal scrip which I 
didn’t have in my collection. _In addition I made many new 
friends and contacts, and now have many of this group on the 
alert for tokens that are my specialty. 


Later I received a telephone call from the Historian of the 
Utah State Historical Society, asking me to display my Utah 
collection, and to answer questions at their yearly meeting 
held in September, 1973. Also during this full day’s agenda, 
a fine bottle collection and barbed wire collection were on 
display. I felt that this invitation was quite an honor and 
once again new friends were made. Quite possibly some member 
might donate a token to my collection.- To my knowledge no 
member of this Society is a token collector. As the old- 
timer mentioned to me, tokens should be in the hands of a 
collector who enjoys and appreciates their beauty and the 
history related to then. 


Possibly many of you collectors know members of your parti- 
cular Historical Society. It requires a few hours. of time, 
but I feel certain that the dividends would be most rewarding.

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GOOD FOR $1.00 ON A TIRE

Recently while rummaging in an old junk store, I was thrilled 
to find a large and unusual token from my home town of Austin, 
Minnesota. I had never seen a token good toward purchase of 

a tire. But even more unusual was that it advertised the 

Nash and Paige autos, now gone into history, and the famous 
Hart-Parr tractors made in nearby Charles City, Iowa, and 

this tractor has also vanished. Advertising buttons and watch 
fobs of the Hart-Parr are eagerly sought by collectors. 


Having no memory of the Motor Inn, I set out to find the 
history of the company, and was able to find one of the me- 
chanics who had worked for the garage. It had been one of 

the pioneer auto companies in Austin and in 1928, the last 
year of business, was owned by Elmer Hopfe. When I asked why 
the company had gone out of business, I was told that the tor- 
nado which had struck Austin on August 20, 1928 had completely 
demolished the Motor Inn and it was never rebuilt. All that 
remains of the memory today is a photo and a token. This to- 
ken rates a special place in my collection. i.

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CHIMACUM, WHERE? 
By Lewis y Egnew, METCA #210 


Approximately ten miles south of Port Townsend on the Olympic 
Peninsula in the state of Washington is a crossroads, a simple 
intersection, one road going north and south, the other east 
and west. This is Chimacum, Washington, Its closest brush 
with fame, probably, is the fact that Betty McDonald lived 
nearby when she wrote ‘The Egg and I,’ best seller a number 

of years ago. s 


Of course, back in 1855 when William Eldridge left the British 
Man-of-war Monarch, and hiked inland through the tall forests 
from the Straits of Juan de Fuca, there was no town. There 
was only the small prairie locally known as Chimacum Prairie 
after the tribe of Chimacum Indians who inhabited the area. 
Eldridge established a homestead of 320 acres which with the 
natural pasturage soon became a dairy farm and prospered from 
the start. By 1877 the account books for the year show 6,881 
pounds of butter sold for $2,619.24. Though the same year, 
one week the net profits amounted to only $1.87%. In the 
1880’ s the name ELDRIDGE DAIRY was formally adopted. When 
Mr. William Eldridge died,in 1902 at the age of 72, the dairy 
was lert to his son, ‘Charles Eldridge, whovin turn left it 
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CHIMACUM, WHERE? (cont'd. ) 


to his son and finally the fourth generation of Eldridges,. 
Mr. Howard Eldridge, became owner and operator. 


By this time the dairy was a large enterprise and the prod- 
ucts were sold in Port Townsend, Irondale, Hadlock and other 
smaller towns as well as Chimacum proper. In 1923, tokens 
came into use. There were two types, a one-quart scalloped 
aluminum, and @ one-pint round aluminum, but the bookkeeping 
involved caused their discontinuance after a short period of 
time. Older people recalled them, put all were supposedly 
destroyed when the dairy ceased operations in the 1940’s. 


When I became a token collector, the pursuit of this elusive 
token became a challenge. Apparently no one had saved a 
Single example. The more I searched, the more I] wondered - 
did they say Chimacum, Wash. on them? This is a nearly im- 
possible ‘town’ to collect and it would be a real find to 
come up with even one token. Word of my search spread and a 
year or two had gone by with no luck at all. Then one eve- 
ning a gentleman knocked on my door and when [I answered, he. 
asked me, ‘Are these what you are looking for?’ as he placed 
a number of bright shiny tokens into my palm. One glance 
and I knew my search for this particular token was over. 
Here were my ELDRIDGE DAIRY tokens, but they were mavericks, 
without the town and state on them, only a phone number. 
However they were most welcome to my collection as a new town. 
The tokens were soon mine and the gentleman was no less than 
the retired Mr. Eldridge himself, and these were his ‘keep~ 
sake tokens’ to recall his days and years in the dairy in- 
dustry. 


So the next time you see a lowly maverick token, don’t turn 
away from it. Perhaps it has a story to tell from some small 
out-of-the-way place.

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SALOONS 


by Ed Saunders, METCA #136 


It seems that the magic word among the token collectors of 
today is the word ‘Saloon.’ Not too many years ago, the sa- 
loon token was no more than any other token, but times have 
changed and it seems to be the trend of this age. Indeed the 


word ‘saloon’ made our Western frontier come to life. It was 
an establishment that was found in the dryest or coldest places, 
no matter how remote. If gold was discovered, the saloon was 


only a ster behind in the newly-built gold camp that followed. 
It meant riches to the ones who knew how to use the angles. 
The saloons’ sawdust floors often held more of the miner’s 
gold than did his pouches. Whiskey was one way to get the 
hard-working man to relax and release himself, often with the 
loss. of his earnings and possibly his life. Many a lively 
time has roared through the halls of a now silent saloon; the 
shots of a gun and the loss of a life were often common events 
in these establishments. 





Even the very small towns boasted of having several saloons. 
One such town is Keswick, California. Today it is a town of 
possibly a dozen houses, but at one time let everyone know 
that there were 30 saloons there. Other towns were hardly 
more than stops in the road, yet what more likely a place than 
for a saloon? Often there might be one general merchandise. 
store and half a dozen saloons in a town of only two hundred 
inhabitants.

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SALOON (Continued ) 


Many of the early day saloon tokens were very attractive. 
There were many that never used the word saloon on then. 
However the ones that have the word saloon on them seem to be 
the tokens that the collectors prize among their finds. one 
that I was very grateful to get is a token from Castella, Cali- 
fornia, a little town along the Sacramento River, high in the 
mountains and only a short way. from my home town. Often a 
town or a saloon token that brings a spark to your eye will 
mean little to another collector because his collecting inter- 
ests are not along the same line. A token collector in Ore- 
gon, however, might find a saloon token from Téxas and admire 
the workmanship put into producing such a fine token. All of 
us have admired some token from another man’s collection just 
because of the art work on it. 


Some saloons are an expression of the times that they repre- 
sent. Such names as The Elite, The Gem, Monarch, The Royal, 
The White Front, Water Front, Gold Dust, Bella Union, Mirror, 
Olympic, Palace, White House, Tea Kettle, Idle*Hour, or even 
The Miner’s Saloon. While to others the towns named on the 
tokens ring with excitement; Boise, Idaho; Bisbee, Arizona; 
Hot Springs, Arkansas;. Ogden, Utah; Needles, California; Wes- 
ton, Oregon; New York City; or Quincy, Washington. From Cal- 
ifornia to Montana or from New York to Nebraska, the saloon 


token seems to be gaining in popularity. 
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SALOONS (cont'd. ) 


Many of the saloon tokens shown here have interesting bits of 
history behind them. A ghost town token is the one that reads 
‘Turf Saloon, Millers, Nev.’ While Beaver Hill may not have 
been a large place, or in the heart of the mother lode, it is 
known as one of Oregon’s few Coal Mining camps. Jim McCutcheon, 
whose name is on the token, is listed as the only businessman 
in the 1913 Coos County Business Directory. Another token 
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shown here is from Klamathon, California. This town existed 
for only a few short years. It began in the late 1880’s, was 
known as Mantees for a short while, but was soon established 
with a postoffice under the name of Klamath City. By 1890 it 
was changed to Cadillac and in a very short time to Pokegama, 
and in 1897 it changed again to Klamathon. The town had seve- 
ral big fires at various times in its history. It had been 
renamed Klamathon for only 6 months when fire broke out @gain 
taking several businesses and homes. Worse yet, it was only 
4 years later when the entire town was destroyed by fire, 
never to be rebuilt. 


Other towns like Coram and Kennett in California disappeared 
when Shasta Lake flooded that area of northern California. 
The saloons themselves diappeared in 1918 when prohibition 
became law. The saloons in some states disappeared even ear- 
lier such as in Oregon where they were outlawed as early as 
1915. The word saloon has again become a legal term to use 
on a drinking establishment, but this did not take place 
until the early 1970’s. All in all the saloon as we know it 
has not been around for a good 60 years, which fact might 
explain. the reasons that saloon tokens are so popular. Some 
of these tokens date back even to Civil War times, but most of 
them are of the 1890 to 1918 vintage. They represent a thir- 
ty- year period in this country when things were dawning for. 
a new way of life. The horse would be replaced by the auto 
and man wouldn’t sit on the front porch swing and stare at the 
moon, but would go there and stare at the front porch of the 
universe. No matter what the reasons, the Saloon token is the 
hobby of many of today’s collectors. What tomorrow will bring 
is anybody’s guess.

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TOKEN DISPLAYS

In our circle of collecting friends, there seems to be only 

a few who do up their tokens in any kind of framework for dis- 
play, be it a picture frame, plastic holder or otherwise. 

Most are content with filling up their binders and the 2.x 2’s 
therein. Unbeknown to any other collector that I know of, I 
recently displayed 20 different miscellaneous tokens in a 
small frame with my card, in a local finance company window 
for 30 days. 


Noting that most businesses of this sort usually have a small 
window area beside the door, devoid of anything save perhaps 
a plastic potted plant, I approached the manager of one a 
while back and suggested a small window display. He was eager 
to please and after giving him a signed paper absolving him 
of responsibility for my tokens in case of fire or theft, I 
brought in my display. A week later, [I stopped by, curious 
-for any comments he might have received. He promptly asked 
for a half dozen of my cards and gave me the names of two 
local citizens that I might contact. He exclaimed that a 
number of people had stopped in and chatted with his personnel 
about the display and is positive that one new client signed 
up for a substantial loan directly as a result of stopping 
and looking at my token display. To make a long story short, 
any display that I do up in the future on Pinbacks, local 
postcards or whatever, will be readily accepted by him again. 
As a direct result, I acquired about 20 nice trade tokens, 
including 4 from Montana, one of which I believe to be a ter- 
ritory-era piece. As an indirect result, I also acquired a 
choice booklet of a little-known area of Montana, which was 
published in a limited edition by a resident of the region 
years ago.

Unless the material is sent firsts class, 
the sender has to pay return postage to get it back. This 
should give the sender the message that you don’t like such 
practices. 


As far as I’m concerned, I’ve received a lot of additions 

to my collection from members of METCA who have been kind 
enough to send tokens for my inspection. I am honored that 
people trust me enough to give me approval service. By the 
time you write back and forth 2 or 3 times to make a deal, 
enough postage and time has been wasted to add quite a bit 
to the cost of your tokens. If you can look at the items in 
the first place, you can decide right then and there whether 
you want them or not. It sure beats driving 100 miles and 
not finding anything either. Perhaps I’m not as busy as 
some folks; as I don’t have an outside job, but these are 

my sentiments on the subject. 


Now I’d like to say I agree with Mr. Nott’s opinion about. 
the METCA paper (as stated in the July issue of TRADE TOKEN 
TOPICS.) Our publishers do a fine job with the monthly news 
and happenings in the token world. I fear those who do not 
like the paper have become too jaded and sophisticated in 
pursuing their hobby. They forget that token collecting is 
more of 4 fun thing than a profit-making. venture. If we 
become too serious about tokens, they might become valuable 
like coins. Then we will have to put our collections in 
lock boxes, just as we have our coin collections. You can’t 
enjoy anything that’s locked up in the bank. I once heard 

a coin dealer say that he separated the men from the boys in 
his dealings. That is to say that he had no use for the 
small collector. lLet’s hope token collecting NEVER comes to 
that.

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THE HARRY MITCHELL TOKENS of EL PASO TEXAS 
By Dick Worthington, METCA #253 


This story is intended to serve a three-fold purpose, namely 
to attribute two known Harry Mitchell maverick tokens, shed 
a little light on this gentleman’s colorful life, and to 
stimulate a little interest in the tubulent history of Har- 
ry Mitchell’s chosen home, El Paso, Texas. 


El Paso, Texas where the old West lasted longest, is today 

a far cry from the dirt-streeted, saloon-loaded, gtn-sling- 
ing town, of its) past. Its roots are deeply embedded in the 
early Spanish explorations of the Southwest, in the gun- 
slinging days of John Wesley Hardin, who had more notches 

on his gun than Billy The Kid and in the rip-roaring, wide 
open days of prostitution, when Tillie Howard’s ‘cat house’ 
operated on Utah St. and a drink coul@ be had at the Parlor 
Bar. Tillie Howards ‘cat house,’ where this term originated, 
‘boasted a solid onyx bathtub and was decorated with fabulous 
furniture and statuary. It was only a stone’s throw from 
old Juarez, Mexico where bullets from open warfare splattered 
El Paso’s streets and caused more than one casualty among 

its, cid zenny. 


Harry Mitchell added:‘to El Paso’s already colorful history 
and lived through the turbulent period when this rough bor- 
der town developed into its present day image as a clean, 
modern, thriving city where life is no longer a helter skel- 
ter, do or die situation. The story of Harry Mitchell began 
in England where he was born, but little is known of his ear- 
ly life until his arrival in El Paso in 1912. At that time 
Mr. Mitchell assumed his chosen profession as a bartender at 
the Paso del Norte Hotel, which to this day is an El Paso 
landmark. The Paso del Norte was the gathering place of El 
Paso’s great and near great and through the Paso del Norte, 
Mr. Mitchell’s fame began to spread, not only as a first 
class. bartender, but also as a very refined gentleman of con- 
siderable dignity. Mr. Mitchell’s early contacts at the 

Paso del Norte with influential El Pasoans were to stand him 
in good stead later in his career. With the advent of World 
War I he was off to serve his adopted country, returning at 
war’s end to resume his role as bartender at the Paso del 
Norte. Here he remained until prohibition closed the doors 
of the plush old bar.

THE HARRY MITCHELL TOKENS (cont'd. ) 


In 1926 Mr. Mitchell crossed the border to Juarez, Mexico 
and opened the Mint Cafe and Saloon, just across the Rio 
Grande River from downtown El Paso. The Mint Cafe was an 
instant success with many of Harry Mitchell’s old customers 
flocking to Juarez to drown their great thirsts. The fame 
of the Mint Cafe spread all ovér the Southwest and for the 
next eight years thirsty Americans crowded its doors until 
prohibition died an inglorious death.. During his operation 
of.the Mint Cafe, Mr. Mitchelb was host to many prominent 
figures of the day such as Fannie Brice, Eddie Rickenbacker, 
Amelia Earhart, Gen. Billy Mitchell, and New York’s Mayor, 
Jimmy Walker. The hospitality of The Mint Cafe and Harry 
Mitchell was unsurpassed. In 1934 Mr. Mitchell recrossed 
the border to El Paso and established. the Harry Mitchell 
Brewing Co. Mitchell Premium Beer came into being and its 
sale and fame spread all over the Southwest. The Mitchell 
Brewing Company occupied an older pre-prohibition brewery 
known as the El Paso Brewing Company. The old building 
still remains and is pictured on the Model Bar token from 
El Paso. 





The Harry Mitchell tokens are as follows: first is an aluminum 
maverick, HARRY MITCHELL/ BREWING/ COMPANY/ RATHSKELLER, re- 
verse GOOD FOR/ 1/ GLASS OF BEER. This token was presumably 
for a complimentary cold one and likely used by brewery visi- 
tors. The second token’s exact function is unknown to the 
writer but.was likely used as an advertising piece, widely 
distributed and redeemable at any Mitchell beer dealer, for 

a bottle of Mitchell’s Premium Beer, and then redeemed by the 

Mitchell Brewing Company. Its description is : DRINK, HARRY/ 

MITCHELLS/ BEER - reverse, GOOD FOR/ 10/ IN/ MERCHANDISE. 

This piece is round brass. 


The Harry Mitchell Brewing Company was sold to a group of in- 
vestment bankers representing Falstaff in 1951, and Mr. Mitch- 
ell retired after having served as a bartender to two nations, 
the United States and Mexico. He was an Englishman by birth, 
an American by choice, and a Mexican by necessity. The reader 
is referred to Dr. C. L. Sonnichen’s, PASS OF THE NORTH, Texas 
Western Press, 1968, for a fascinating and detailed account of 
the history of El Paso and old Juarez, Mexico.

ANOTHER TOKEN MAKER

Going through a 1915 City Directory of La Salle, Illinois, I 
came across a full page ad of the Apollo Metal Works of La- 
Salle, Illinois. ‘They listed Trade Checks as being one of 
their products. They would make them in any size, shape or 
kind. Many of the tokens I’ve found in La Salle County were 
made of zinc, which leads me to assume they were made by 
Apollo, as the business was only two blocks from a large 
Zinc rolling mill. 


I talked with several old-timers who had worked there in the 
mid 1920’sS. None could remember any Trade Checks or Adver- 
tising Novelties being made, just sheet metal plating work. 
So it looks like the onset of Prohibition brought:all this 
work to a stop. During a strike in May, 1935 a riot broke 
out and the Company moved everything in the place to Chicago. 
The building has stood empty to this day.

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THE MAY HOSIERY MILLS, NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE 


By Paul M. Dillingham, METCA #266 


The MAY HOSIERY MILLS tokens of Nashville, Tennessee, which 
appear from time to time have been the subject of considerable 
speculation. For several years I have owned one of these 
without taking the time to research their history. Since the 
mill is 77 years old I had reasoned that they were used as 
commissary pieces or scrip payment for piece work.. Finally 
with a little time off and a@ burning curivusity, I began an 
inquiry by going directly to the source. After applying to 
the Mill for admission, I asked for one of the ‘older’ em- 
ployees in the firm who might just remenber the use or pur- 
pose of the tokens. One:of the secretaries asked me if she 
could see the tokens, and upon presenting them she exclaimed, 
‘Oh, we still use those; they are available through the lunch 
room.’ A little more questioning and the whole mystery was 
revealed. 


The Mills are located in a low income, disadvantaged area of 
Nashville, and as one might suppose, wages are not the high- 
est. The tokens are available in the lunch room at the maxi- 
mum of $2.00 per week. This is deducted from the employees’ 
weekly wages. The purpose seems to be an assist to those en- 
ployees who are temporarily short of ready cash. There are 
several other other possible reasons; the use of tokens per- 
mits workers to go and’ come in a high crime area without car- 
rying money as well as the possibility of getting around the 
paying of retail. sales tax. 


The lunch room is a focal point of the large plant which em- 
ploys about 1,000 persons. One maintenance man who for ob- 
vious reasons remains anonymous said, ‘The Mays don’t pay 
enough to live on and if it weren’t for the cheap lunches 

and the girls I sure would leave.’ The tokens have been 

used since the 1930’s and approximately 30-40% of the employ- 
ees take advantage of them. The company encourages its em- 
ployees not to give away the tokens in return for cash value, 
and it required a written letter of permission for me to ob- 
tain a single set for this article. I was told that under 
no circumstances would the company furnish singles or sets 
to the outside public. To the best of my knowledge May Ho- 
siery Mills is the only firm in Nashville still using tokens.

ERROR TOKEN 


By METCA #250 


Mis-struck coins are eagerly sought after by coin collectors 
but it is rare that a medal or token escaped the die maker’s 
scrutinizing eye, as quantities were usually a few hundred, 
not a few million. The illustrated dark brass token from 
Cook, Nebraska is an example of one that got away, so to 
speak. H. H Scha (??). obviously had a general store in Cook, 
1902 probably being the year he opened. The 3 main clues are 

» that many general stores in the midwest dated their tokens, 
and usually issued them in sets from 1¢ to $1.00. Also many 
‘merchandise’ tokens stated ‘ not transferable’ as noted. 

‘More unusual is the fact that the planchet also missed the 
first coining operation that would have put a raised rim on 
the piece.

COIN SHOOTERS AND MAVERICKS 


By George Gould, METCA #22 


An area of acquiring trade tokens that is coming into its own 
is that of finding tokens by ‘Coin Shooters,’ a modern term 
that describes those that wander far and wide with their metal 
detectors finding a gamut of items from rings and jackknives to 
lighters, lucky pocket pieces and trade tokens. Most keep 
their findings to show the myriad items they have found while 
detecting. Chances are that if the token you have recently 
acquired is corroded aluminum or very dark brass, it has lain 
in the ground for a period of time and was originally dug up 
via a metal detector. Checking with members of local detector 
clubs will no doupt bring one in contact with many new dis- 
coveries. These clubs are being organized in many communities 
by leaps and bounds. 


When does a Maverick token cease to be such? When it is iden- 
tified or tied in with a certain town, used by a certain mer- 
chant. Many tokens in this category are destined to be Maver- 
icks always: Pastime Pool Hall, Gem Saloon, City Cigar Store, 
initials only. Most collectors fail to compare mavericks 
picked up in a certain area with known tokens from that area. 
With some exceptions, many regions had a distinct type of die 
style used on most of the tokens in that area. 


The reason for many Mavericks being in existence is the fact 
that the local merchant ordering them assumed that everyone in 
the immediate area knew his name or his business and saw no 
need to mention the town, much less the state. .He never fore- 
saw the fact that many of his tokens would leave town in the 
pockets of salesmen, miners, railroad employees and the various 
transients stopping for a time before passing on. Once these 
tokens were examined later by the holder, he would many times 
throw them away thinking ‘I’1l probably never get back there 
again.’ Many however did put the small souvenirs with other 
small trinkets oftheir travels,which probably accounts for the 
existence of many. To this day many people pile up a small 
collection of items from their travels, from match books to 
hotel keys to car stickers.

P. J. MAHONEY

Through the years Mahoney’s Tavern has served the community 
of Waukon, located in Northeastern Iowa in Allamakee County. 
P. J. mahoney purchased the business in -1914 from Fred Herman, 
who at that time operated the business as a saloon. fhe buil- 
ding was then owned by the Gum Brewing Company. During Pro- 
hibition, P. J. mahoney stayed in business selling near beer, 
cider, light lunches, candy, etc. Mahoney’s was a gathering 
place for many a friendly card game and through the years he 

. gave out a variety of cardboard Good Fors. At this writing 

I know of only one metal type token, which is brass. It is 
said there were some error metal tokens made with Waukon, 
‘Minn. on them instead of Waukon, Ia., but this type has yet 
to be seen. 


P. J. Mahoney died in 1967, leaving the tavern to his son, 
Edward, who was running the business at the time of his 
father’s death. Ed is still giving out paper and cardboard 
Good Fors and like his father has changed varieties several 
times in the last few years.

SCRIPTORS PRIMER 
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SALOON TOKEN AUCTION RESULTS 


by Duane H. Feisel 


In the August 1974 issue of TRADE TOKEN TOPICS, I ran a three 
page listing (pp. 125- 127) of saloon tokens for a mail bid sale. 
‘Most of these tokens were from western states, predominently 
California, and there were a few maverick tokens. To provide the 
collector with some information as to what tokens are worth, I have 
compiled the information below which lists the token number in the 
advertisement, the number of bids received on that specific lot, 
the highest bid, and the awarded bid, Whenever possible, the highest 
bid was reduced to 10% over the second high bid. 


While most of the tokens brought what I consider to be fair 
retail prices, there were some surprises on both the high and the 
low sides, I know that in some cases the policy of reducing the 
bids to 10% over the second highest resulted in more generous bids 
than would have heen otherwise offered. Then, as_in most auctions 
and mail bid sales, there were a few sleepérs which went at low 
prices, 


I hope this information is useful to you. I would like to 


urge others who conduct mail bid sales in TRADE TOKEN TOPICS to 
offer similar information--it can only help all of us!
